WHEREAS, the spread of Tuberculosis continues to present a global public health threat. Second only to 
HIV/AIDS, Tuberculosis is one of the world's leading infectious killers; and 


WHEREAS, Tuberculosis is primarily an illness of the respiratory system that spreads by coughing and 
sneezing. Each year, about 2 million people worldwide die from this curable disease; and

WHEREAS, with appropriate antibiotic treatment, TB can be cured in most people. Left untreated, each 
person with active TB disease can infect an average of between 10 and 15 people every year; and 

WHEREAS, successiul treatment depends on close cooperation between the patient and health care 
provider. Patients who stop taking their medication before they are cured remain ill and are at risk for 
developing and spreading multidrug-resistant TB, a deadlier form of TB that is much more costly and 
difficult to treat; and 

WHEREAS, in suburban Cook County, treatment and control services are provided by the Cook County 
Department of Public Health’s (CCDPH) TB Prevention and Control Unit; and 

WHEREAS, an effective TB prevention and control program includes screening, early case 
identification, contact tracing, and treatment. These are the services provided by CCDPH that are so 
essential to the prevention of costly TB outbreaks. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that I, Todd H. Stroger, President of the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners, do recognize the efforts of the Cook County Department of Public Health to 
provide the services needed to control this disease and furthermore recognize March 24, 2008, as World 
TB Day.

requesting authorization to negotiate and authorize the Purchasing Agent to enter into a professional 
service with ACS Consultant Company, Inc. doing business as, ACS Healthcare Solutions (“ACS HCS”), 
Dearborn, Michigan to provide revenue cycle services to the Cook County Bureau of the Health Services 
(“Bureau”). 

Reason: On November 6, 2007, the Bureau issued a Request for Proposal for Revenue Cycle Services 

(“REP”). This REP sought responses from nationally recognized vendors with significant 
hospital (particularly within the public sector) revenue cycle experience to be a Bureau 
partner to bring “Best Practices” for the entire set of administrative functions commonly 
referred to as Revenue Cycle Services at the Bureau and provide a proposal to the Bureau to 
assess and analyze the Bureau’s revenue cycle process’ as well as re-engineer and implement 
new process’ for the Bureau’s revenue cycle operations. 

Following extensive review by the Bureau’s Evaluation Committee, ACS HCS was selected 
by the Bureau because of ACS HCS’ depth of experience in performing revenue cycle 
services. Best Practice knowledge and their understanding of the Bureau operations. ACS 
HCS would provide revenue cycle services to the Bureau which will include but not be 
limited to an assessment and analysis of the Bureau’s revenue cycle process for inpatient and 
outpatient services including physician billing, portfolio optimization, patient access design, 
denial management, charge capture pricing, clinical management integration, documentation 
and coding, billing process design, accounts receivable management and collections; provide 
recommendations to reengineer the process to maximize revenues; conduct training for 
Bureau personnel; assist Bureau management in the implementation of the reengineered and 
current revenue processes; identify changes to Bureau processes in order to increase 
efficiency and capture all available sources of reimbursement at appropriate levels. ACS HCS 
estimates that the Bureau will generate at least an additional $120 million in incremental cash 
for the Bureau during the three-year term of the contract. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: 29.83% Contingency Fee Percentage for Cumulative Incremental Cash 
Collections (Tier 1) in the amount of $0-324,000,000 for Contract Years One through Three OR 17.00% 
Contingency Fee Percentage in Year One, 16.00% Contingency Fee Percentage in Year Two and 15.00% 
Contingency Fee Percentage in Year Three should the annual Cumulative Incremental Cash Collections 
be over $24,000,000 (Tier 2). The Contingency Fee Percentages include compensation for access to 
ACS-HCS’ intellectual property and revenue cycle personnel.

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to enter into and execute an intergovernmental 
agreement between Cook County on behalf of its Board of Health and Cook County Department of Public 
Health, Fake County on behalf of its Board of Health and the Fake County Health Department and 
Community Health Center, and the Barrington Community Unit, School District 220. 

Reason: This agreement provides for the planning and implementation of an emergency public health 

clinic by the Cook County Department of Public Health within facilities owned by Barrington 
Community Unit School District 220 which are located within the jurisdiction of the Fake 
County Department of Public Health. Such a clinic would only be activated in the event of a 
public health emergency, and would be used for programs such as the distribution of 
pharmaceuticals or the administration of vaccines. This agreement would allow the Cook 
County Department of Public Health to serve areas of Cook County that are near the border of 
Fake County by using facilities within Fake County, and to work collaboratively with a 
neighboring jurisdiction to accomplish efficient planning to serve the populations of both 
counties. 

The proposed agreement is for a period of one year, and renews automatically unless either party gives at 
least ninety (90) days notice of its intention to terminate. 

Agreement period: March 6, 2008 through March 5, 2009.

Trustees of the University of Illinois, Chicago, Illinois, for the development of a customized on-line 
training system regarding the distribution of medical prophylaxis during a public health emergency. 

Reason: The University of Illinois has significant experience and expertise in this work and is also 

collaborating with other area health departments to provide a consistent training program 
tailored to state-certified health department and regional needs with program funds dedicated 
to this purpose. The UIC currently operates the Illinois Public Health Preparedness Center 
(one of the first four such centers funded by the Center for Disease Control and Prevention to 
address preparedness training). It also manages the Teaming Management System of the 
Illinois Department of Public Health and is the only Public Health Training Center in Chicago 
currently developing public health simulations. This agreement, which will be funded 
through the federal Cities Readiness Initiative (CRI) grant, will foster important governmental 
collaboration and will help the department to meet significant CRI requirements. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: None. Grant funded amount: $75,000.00. Contract period: March 1, 2008 
through June 30, 2008.

Reason: Request for proposals (REP) were issued resulting in the submission of two responses. 

Evaluation of the proposal was based upon the following: (1) percentage of the refunds 
actually procured on behalf of the County, (2) firm’s experience, and (3) firm’s ability to meet 
the MBEAVBE requirements of the County. 

RED Resources, EEC has been selected as the lowest cost and most qualified proposer based 
on the Request for Proposals. RED Resources, EEC will review all the County’s natural gas 
and electricity bills over the past two years to determine billing errors that may have occurred 
as well as review future bills over the next two years. The Illinois Commerce Commission 
does not allow the review of bills older than 24 months. RED Resources, EEC proposes a 
reimbursement of 20% for all the monies found and actually received by the County. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: None. Contract period: May 1, 2008 through April 30, 2010. Requisition No.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


IT IS HEREBY DECLARED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois, that the basic 
statutory vehicular speed limits established by Section 11-601 of the Illinois Vehicle Code are greater, or 
less, than that considered reasonable and proper on the road listed below for which the County has 
maintenance responsibility and which is not under the jurisdiction of the Department of Transportation, 
State of Illinois; and 

BE IT FURTHER DECLARED, that this Board has caused to be made an engineering and traffic 
investigation upon the road listed below; and 

BE IT FURTHER DECLARED, that by virtue of Section 11-604 of the above Code, this Board
